"Wa declare ourselves as favoring the
principle of the selection of party candl-
dates by primary clection; belloving this
0 be the surest method of arriving at the
will of tha people and malntalning Demo-
eratfe Institutions,

“We nccordingly direct the Btate Cen-
iral Committea o provide o primary
tlectlon plan for the cholce of party ean-
didates for the United States Scnate, and
tor all clectlva Stnle affices; and for
members of ths House pf Representas
tives of the Unlted States] for membars
of the General Assembly and for county
wnid munleipal ofces, excopt where no
party nominations nre made and excepl
In the case of county and munlelpal
pfMices where for special reasons,  ihn
loca] party throughout shall deem (t.in-
pxpedient. And the party plan of. or-
ganizatlon, In &0 far as the same may
conflict with. any of the above requlre-
ments, |s hereby aliered to that extent.

“We further favor the ennetment by
the General Assembly of n law legallzing
the primaries to be conducted under the
plan herein provided for.'

The above s an extract from the Vir-
Einla Demoeratie platform adopled by the
Conventlon, assembled {n Norfolk, on
August I6th, 1802 It i= plain and speci-
fig and its meaning cannot be misunder-
stood. As for the primary to nominate
candldates for the United Stutos Senate
Tor all cleetive Binte ofllees, for members
of the General Assembly, tha Instruction
to the Btate Central Commitlee iz posi-
tive and the committee has no  disere-
tlon in the matier. The Cpnvention made
the lnw apd the lnw ie binding, If It Is
to be repealed, the repeal must be by the
game wuthority which mada the law, the
regularly constituted Conventlon of the
Demoerntie party of Virginln.

There Is a Ereat deal of lalk about ni-
tering the plan, but why should {t be al-
tered, even by a State Convention until
it has been thoroughly {ested? In gove-
ral other States of the South this plan
has been In effect for years, and it s, so
far as we can ascertain, the most satls
factory plan of making nominations
that has hean tried. The only debatabla
objection which has been ralsed (o tho
plan, nccﬁrdllgg to our view, i3 the ques-

~=-tlon of expense. That i o serious gues-

tion, but It s a problem than can be
'_'iml\'(-d by tho patrlotism and party aftec-
tion of Democrats, It scems to us en-
tirely rensonable to assume that at 'prac-
tically every electlon precinct in the Slute
of Virginla, enough true and Joyal Demo-
crats can be found to conduct the elee-
tion without ecost to the eandldates, In-
deed It seems to us unressohlnble to as-
sume the contrury.

PROFIT SHARING.

It appears from recent statements that
the proflt-sharing plan of the TUnited
States Bleel Corporation has thus far
been eminanily ‘successful, The atock nl-
lotted wans largely over-subseribed and
the statement shows that Lhe laborers
and skliled mechanics applled for four-
fifths of the subscriptions.

This Is encouraging. - The United Stntes
Steel Corporaton {5 the largest corpora-
tion of |ts kind in this country, If not In
the world, and when it wos flrst organ-
ized iL was looked upon as a-menace, 1t
may he, but thus far Its affalrs have
been conducted on the most conservalive
Lasis, It haa largely controlled the prica
of {ron, but it has kept the price down,
when under  other  elrcumstances the
price would undoubtedly have gone sky
high. It had n long struggle scon ofter
its organization with ts employes, but
thie difleulty was finally adjusted, and
now the company seems to be' on good
terms with the men who work for It, and
the men scom to have confldence in the
company, as Indicaled by thelr Iafge suh-
seription to the stock which has been
recently offered to them.

This profil-sharing experiment will be
watehol with great intorest, Corpora-
tlons of this charpcter are not philan-
thropie organlzations, but wise men know
that it 1s to the Interest of the corpora-
tlons to have thelr workmen satisfled,
and to hove them interested as much as
possible In the welfara of ihe conoern.
We belleve that the only reason why
the profit-sharing plan has not been al-
ready ndopled by many corporations ls
becanse it 1s' p most AiMenit problem te
formulate a plan that will be entlrely
Just to all Inlerests and avold vexatfous
complleations, If the United Siales Steel
Corporatlon shall suceced In working out
the plan, and showing It to Dbe practi-
cuable, Lthera ia little doubt that gorpora-
tlons generally will follow suit,
